Introduction 

The OmniSource* Duo is a fully automatic dual battery charger which is 
compatible with virtually all Sony 3.6 volt and 7.2 volt Lithium-Ion batteries 
plus many JVC, Panasonic and Hitachi 7.2Vbatteries. This charger uses two 
separate advanced charging circuits, which provides a safe, full charge every 
time, for two batteries, simultaneously. "Charging" and "Full Charge" status 
of each battery is shown on the built-in LED indicators. 

Flexible power input allows you to use the OmniSource Duo from home with 
its AC Power Supply, or on the road using the DC Cigarette Lighter Adapter 
included. 

Features 

This charger uses a "multi-mount" design that allows many different batteries 
to fit the base unit, without the need for any extra adapters. The charger is 
directly compatible with the following batteries, used with various 
camcorders and digital cameras.

The OmniSource Duo also features a "Boost" button to allow for charging 
batteries that have been allowed to sit unused for too long. Many original 
chargers will refuse to charge these batteries or warn you that they are 
defective and must be replaced, when, in reality, they are perfectly fine and 
useable. Pressing the Boost button "wakes up" these batteries and makes 
them ready to take a charge, saving you from the expense and hassle of 
replacing an otherwise perfectly good battery. 

Charging Your Battery 

1 . Connect the charger unit to the AC power adapter or the DC power 
adapter, depending on where you are using the unit. The LED indicators 
over each battery location should glow green, showing the unit is 
receiving power. 

2. Using the diagram below, locate the charging locations for the type of 
battery you are charging.

Insert the battery or batteries into either of the two charging locations 
available for each battery type. The indicator for each battery will 
change to red while the battery is being fast charged. If two batteries are 
connected, both will be charged at the same time. Different type 
batteries may be connected to the charger in the left and right charging 
location, at the same time. 



NOTE: If the battery does not begin charging after it has been connected to 
the charger unit, press and hold the BOOST button on the side of the unit, for 
two seconds, and release. If the battery is still not accepting a charge it may 
be faulty or worn out. 

NOTE: Do not attempt to insert more than one battery at a time into either 
the left or right side charging location 

4. When each battery reaches approximately 90% charge, the indicator for 
that battery will change from red to green, and the charger will switch to 
"trickle charge" mode. To make certain that batteries are fully charged, 
leave the battery on the charger for approximately 1 hour after the 
indicator has changed to green. A battery may be safely removed from 
the charger at any time without harm to the charger or the battery. Be 
sure to remove the batteries a reasonable time after charge is complete 
(do not leave batteries in charger for more than 24 hours).

• Do not use under direct sunlight or in hot environments (over 100 °F / 
38 °C) as overheating may occur. 

• Do not short-circuit the metal contacts of the power adapters, the 
charger module or any battery. 

• No user serviceable parts inside. Do not attempt to repair, disassemble 
or modify any part of the OmniSource Power System. Doing so will 
void warranty and may cause damage or personal injury. 

Limited 1 Year Warranty 

This limited warranty starts from the date of original purchase and expires 
1-year thereafter. If, during this period, any part, because of manufacturing 
defects or workmanship fails to function properly under normal use will be 
repaired at no charge for parts and labor or, at our option, the product will be 
replaced. The following is excluded: damages from delay or loss of use of 
equipment, or damaged batteries, malfunctions resulting from misuse, 
tampering, unauthorized repairs, modifications, or accident.
